Regardless 
o£ thc

merits o£ the two ideas, most of the 
country and a majority of cong- 
ressmen and senators seem to feel 
Senator 
Fulbright 
has 
done 
a 


worth-while job in bringing criti- 
cism ot thc RFC out in the open. 
Here is thc case of a government 
lending organization • set up origi- 
nally to stabilize banking and in- 
surance companies in a moment of 
great economic peril — thc 1929- 
33 depression — but which, like 
many government operations, has 
continued functioning on a big scale 
long after the 
prime 
need 
has 


passed . . . simply because it is 
a government bureau and has gov- 
ernment jobs to justify and pro- 
tect. 


There is a limited field still for 


RFC operations — the promotion 
of brand new industry, particularly 
helping private capital spread thc 
risk o£ developing the natural re- 
sources and byproducts 
of 
our 


country. 


But the RFC has in certain fla- 


grant cases loaned the income tax 
money collected from one group to 
set up competition for it within the 
same general branch of business. 
The nation's sense of fair play is 
outraged. The government ought 
cither stick to merely 
collecting 


taxes against the profits of private 
enterprise or have thc courage to 
come out frankly for public-owner- 
ship and state socialism. 


The history o£ recent RFC activ- 


ities makes it appear that the gov- 
ernment collects taxes off its po- 
litical enemies and uses some of 
that same tax money to set up en- 
terprises for its political friends. 


We use to call -such operations by 


an ugly name. 


Bill Fulbright is too polite to 


come right out and say it — but 
that's what he means.

much heavier."

pay 


ment of overtime — at the 
rate 


of time and a half — in 
federal 


bonds which could not be cashed 
until the current emergency 
has 


passed. 


"Taking thai, money out of cir- 


culation not only 
would greatly 


reduce the danger of inflation, but 
would provide workers 
w i t h 
a 


comfortable 
financial 
cushion 


against 
possible 
unemployment 


after this crisis," Douglas said. 


Douglas outlined his 
views 
in 


commenting on th estress placed 
upon saving by President 
Tru- 


man's council of economic 
ad- 


visers. In its report to the Presi- 
dent over the week-end the coun- 
cil said: 


"The central effort to increase 


saving (as an anti-inflation meas- 
ure) will undoubtedly be 
through 


vigorous patiotic 
campaigns 
to 


buy government bonds. No meth- 
od for increasing saving, should be 
left unconsidcrcd." 


Douglas said his proposal is "as 


close to enforced saving as I care 
to go."

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Two Holiday 
Death Toll 
Reaches 1,100 


By The Associated Press 
The nation's accidental death toll 


over the New Year's holiday —- -)00 
—represented a sharp drop from 
the near record Christmas toll of 
more than 700. 


Thus, during the two long week- 


end holidays, more than 1,100 per- 
sons lost their lives in violent acci- 
dents. More than 800 of them were 
killed in traffic mishaps. The Na- 
tional Safety council has estimated 
5,000 traffic fatalities in 1350. 


The New Year's holiday toll on 


the highways — 285 — was far 
below the 545 killed in auto acci- 
dents over the Christmas weekend. 
It also was less than the 330 deaths 
the safety council had estimated 
for the New Year's holiday per- 
iod — from 0 p. m. Friday to mid- 
night Monday. 


In addition to the 285 killed in 


auto 
accidents 
115 persons lost 


their lives in a variety of mishaps. 
These included fires, 
which ac- 


counted for several deaths, 
plane 


crashes, falls and other causes. 


The New Year's weekend violent 


death total compared to 425 over 
the 
three-day 
period 
last year, 


which included 270 in traffic acci- 
dents, 54 in fires and 101 
from 


miscellaneous causes. In the two- 
day 1949 New Year's holiday there 
were 309 violent deaths,including 
207 traffic. 


There were several small trag- 


edies over the country. A widow 
and her seven small children per- 
ished in a fire which destroyed 
their three-room farm home near 
Neosho, Mo. Nine persons 
were 


killed in two airplane crashes 
in 


California. 
Four 
persons 
were 


killed and 10 others injured in a 
hcaclon crash of an auto and a 
bus at Saginaw, Mich. 


California, Texas and Illinois re- 


ported the most violent deaths but 
there was at least one in 
each 


state except Delaware and Nevada.

1937, when Remington also was

TVA employe there. 


Mrs. Benson said she joined thc 


Communist party in Knoxvillc in 
October 1936. and left thc party in 
June, 1938. She said she was 
re- 


cruited by Ted V/ellman, Tennes- 
see state organize! for thc party. 


The witness testified that the 


meetings at which 
she 
recalled 


Remington was present were held 
in the home of Aken and Betty 
Malcolm, on Forest avenue, in an 
upstairs apartment 
living 
room. 


She identified photographs of Mrs. 
Malcolm and of the house. 


Mrs. Benson said thc meetings 


were attended by four to six per- 
sons and the chief discussion was 
"liberal activities." 


Asked by Assistant -U. S. Attor- 


ney Roy M. Cohn 
whether 
the 


Communist party entered into the 
discussions, Mrs. Benson said 
it 


was "chiefly discussed in connec- 
tion with larger

ship."

The Most Pitiful Plight of 
Korean War Comes to the Most 
Innocent of All - Babies

Yongdongpo, Korea,—(/P)—An old 


woman leaned against a strand of 
wire across the open door of a box- 
car in the railway yards here. 


She was one of 15,000 to 20,000 re- 


fugees gathered in this suburban 
rail center southwest of Seoul. Ev- 
ery day 10,000 or more refugees 
flow through this funnel, in a flight 
southward from the South Korean 
capital. 


They crowded thc b o x c a r in 


which the old lady perched like a 
wrinkled antique bird. They over- 
flowed the top of the car and a 
hundred or so other boxcars and 
flatcars. They stood in hope l e s s 
thousands between the tracks and 
in the fields bordering the yards, 
each waiting for 
a 
chance to 


clamber aboard a freight train with 
his bundle of household belongings. 
Some had been there for days. 


The old lady was bareheaded-and 


her eyes were red and rheumy from 
the freezing cold. She wore a boiled 
white cotton summer dress and a 
pair of Korean rubber slippers. Be- 
hind her peered the sick eyes of 
a pregnant woman who appeared 
to be her daughter. 


The younger woman was wrap- 


ped in a blanket, and she held at 
her side a boy barely old enough 
to toddle. 


Suddenly the old lady began to 


cackle in a senile way. She halted 
a passing young boy and handed 
down to him the Infant—her grand 
son. Then she climbed down to the 
ground herself and started walking 
along the side of the freight train. 


The young boy looked at her in 


surprise, then r«n after lusr. He 
tried to hand her Ihe younger child 
but she refused to accept him and 
started onward again. 


The boy put tte b*by dowp be* 


track* «n4 ?M after th* 


But the old lady only screamed 
angrily. Breaking from the youth's 
grasp she stumbled on, cackling to 
herself. 


For a moment thc boy s t o o d 


there uncertainly. Then he turned 
and walked tho other way. The baby 
his little face splotched with dirt 
nnd tears, sat alone on the dump 
black cinder path near the track. 


He cried in loneliness. Crowding 


refugees, their backs bur d e n e d 
with bundles, stepped out of the 
path to avoid crushing the baby. 
Other refugees hauling thier won 
small babies to the tous of box- 
cars by means of rag ropes tied 
around their chests, paused now 
and then to look at the abandoned 
child. 


But none came over to pick him 


up. None tried to find a Korean 
policeman to report his p 1 i g h t. 
Each family felt too burdened with 
its own woes even to wipe.the face 
of the frantically weeping baby. U 
remained for an American soldier 
to rescue thc child. 


"The 
Koreans now just 
don't 


seem to have any sympathy for 
their own people," said Pvt. Otis 
Brooks, of Patton, Mo. "One wo- 
man fell off a boxcar the other day 
and hurt herself. And no one would 
even hejp move her except at the 
point of a gun."
